Touching the Articles of Peace with Argiers, Tunis, and Tripoli.

Ns Pajeſty taking into His ſerious conſideration the great detriment which the Navi-

824 2a thele his Majeſties Kingdoms. Foz the Pzeſervation whereof, (in which as well 
His Majeſties Honour, as the welfare of His good Subjects, is ſo nearly concerned) His Pajeſty, by 
and with the Advice of His Pziby Council, hath thought fit to Command the ſame to be foꝛthroith Pꝛinted 
and Publiſhed; And his Majeſty doth hereby ſtrictly Charge and Command, That the ſaid Articles of 
Peace between Mis Majeſty and the City and Kingdom of Argicrs, and Territoꝛies thereof, concluded 
by Sir John Lawſon Knight, accozding to Inſtruttions received in that behalf, And allo the Articles of 
-Peaceconcluded by the ſaidSir John Lawſon the Fifth day of October 1662. between His ſaid Majeſty and Ma- 
homer Baſſa the Duanaof the City of Tunis, Hage Muftapha Dei, Morett Bei, and the reſt of the Soldiers in the 
Kingdom of Tunis, And alſo the Articles of Peace concluded by the ſaid Sir John Lawlon, the 1 of 
October, One thouſand ſix hundꝛed ſixty and two, between His ſaid Majeſty and Olman Baſla, and the 
people of the City and Kingdom of Tripoli, be by all His Majeſties Subjects of what degree o2 qua- 
tity ſoeber, duely obſerved and perfozmed, upon pains of the moſt ſevere puniſhments due to the con- 
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temners ol His Majeſties Commands. and violatersof Publick Faith. Foz the moze exact obſervation 
whereof, and fo2 ſecuring the honourof the Engliſh Navigation (to which it would be a great blemiſh, if 
perſons oꝛ goods received into their Pzotection, ſhouldby the Commanders of any Engliſh Ships be with- 
out reſiſtance delivered into the hands of their enemies) His Bajeſty hath thought fit, and hereby doth 
Command, That when any of His Majeſties Subjects ſhall receive on board the Ships under their Com- 
mand, any Turks, o2 their Goods, they ſhall to the utmoſt of their power, by fighting oꝛ otherwiſe, pꝛeſerve 
and defend them againſt any whatſoever. -- Fo2 the more effectual execution whereof, and to the end that the 
Conſul and other His Majeſties good Subjects reſiding within the Territozies of Argiers, Tunis and Tripoli, 
may not be expoſed to make reparation foꝛ ſuch lollesas the Turks may have received in that kind by the 
fault of others, His Majeſty doth hereby ꝛder and Command all Paſtersof Ships belonging to any 
of His Dominions, to give, and doth hereby Authoꝛizt and Require the Engliſh Conſuls in the Turkiſh Do- 
minions, to demand and receive Security foꝛ the doing and pertozming thereof accozdingly. And in caſe 
any Maſter of a Ship ſhall refuſe to give Security, His Majeſty doth hereby Impower the ſaid Conſul to 
reſtrain him from receiving any Turks, oꝛ their goods on board his Ship oꝛ &eſſel. And whereas by the 
reſpective Articles of Peace it is agreed, That the Palles of the High Admiral of England foꝛ the time being 
ſhall be ſufficient evidence that the Ship belongeth to his Majeſties Subjects, and that upon pꝛoduting 
thereof the Ship ſhall be ſuffered to paſs without further moleſtation, whereby all pꝛetentes of diverting 
the Ships of His Majeſties Subjects from their intended courſe, in oꝛder to further examination, may be 
taken awap; which as it is ot great convenience andeaſe of His Pajeſties Subjects, ſo the abuſe thereof 
might be of ill conſequence, if Fozeigners ſhould by intirect means pzocure the ſaid Paſſes, oz counterfeit 
the ſame, whereby not only the benefit of the Peace which His Majeſty hath with erpence of fo much Trea- 
ſure obtained foꝛ His ovon Subjects, ſhould bederivedto ſtrangers, but alſo occaſion of bꝛeach might be gi- 
ven to the Turks, upon ſuppoſition of wiltul abuſe therein by His Majeſties pꝛotetting others then His 
own Subjects: Fo2 the p2eventing thereof, His ayſty hathnot only given Oꝛder that no Patſes ſhall 
be granted, but upon Affidavit made that the Ship belongeth to His Majeſties Subjects, and no other, but 
alſo that Counterparts of the ſaid Paſſes ſhould be ſent to the reſpective Governours of Argiers, 1 unis and 
Tripoli, ſo as each of their men of War map carry with them one of the ſaid Counterparts, whereby the 
counterfeiting of Paſſes will be rendꝛed ineffectual to ſuch as ſhall attempt the ſame. And fo? the eaſe of 
ſuch of His Majeſties Subjects as dwell rempte from His Majeſties City of London, Mig Majeſty hath 
given O2der, That upon Affdavit made befoꝛe the Magiſtrate ofany City oꝛ Town-Cozpozate, and Certifi- 
ed under their Common Seal to His High-AdmiralfEngland fo; the time being, a Paſs ſhall be granted 
without further trouble; Whereof His Majeſty willeth all His good Subjects to take notice.
